This seems a strange document to have come from the 
Pentagon, a monument to stupidity in military spending. 
The inconsistency becomes even more pronounced 
when one recalls that during the regime of Robert 
McNamara as Secretary’ of Defense many millions of 
dollars were squandeted on the ill-conceived F - lll, 
formerly called the TFX, because the Sectetary was 
convinced it was the answer to America’s air needs. 
Time and testing proved McNamara wrong, and the

Use only as 
directed. Death may result from inhaling this product.” A 
hearing on the labeling 
regulation will be held in 
Washington on Wednesday, July 17. 
The Food and Drug Administration, under authority 
granted by the Hazardous Substances Labeling Act of 
1960, ordinarily handles cases of this kind. But FDA did 
not 
assert 
jurisdiction 
over 
quick-freeze products, 
apparently because it did not consider them hazardous 
when properly used. The FTC was able to step in because 
it has somewhat overlapping authority under the Federal 
Trade Commission Act.

Seldom has the ineptitude of this country’s civilian 
“experts” on military matters been more clearly shown 
than through Sen. Stuart Symington’s charge that the 
Defense Department is sending “our youth out to fight in 
a low-performance airplane because the price of it is 
better than one of high performance.” 
In referring to the A-7 attack aircraft, the Missouri 
Senator testified that evidence at hearings before the 
Senate Preparedness subcommittee revealed “price was 
more important than performance” in selection of these 
planes as well as in other top-level Pentagon decisions. 
He cited a memorandum by Russell Murray II, a 
Deputy Assistant Secretary of the Defense Department, 
as proof that the A-7s were chosen because they were 
cheaper than a first-class airplane. 
This seems a strange document to have come from the 


inflation created by wasteful government.
